"The conference resumed discus- 


sion of the clauses of Ihe Turkish 
treaty. It heard naval and military 
experts ou technical points and exam- 
ined 'certain territorial questions.' " 


Settlement of the Adriatic question, 


which Italians had hoped would he 
effected during the. present confer- 
ence, apparently has been postponed 
to the May meeting in Paris. 


The Jugo'-Slav 
delegation which 


arrived here trom Paris today, denied 
a report that M. Radovitch, the Jugo- 
slav conferee in the recent Italiau- 
Jugo-Slav negotiations, was coming 
to San Remo from Belgrade. 
Pre- 


mier Nitti of Italy, however, probably 
will inform the conference of the re- 
sults of the recent negotialions and 
read the memorandum brought by 
Adriatic cities' representatives, urg- 
ing for "economic, sentimental and 
military reasons" that integral exe- 
cution of the pact of London would be 
wholly desirable to them. These cit- 
ies include Sebenika, %ara and Spal- 
ato.

Final action of the court is expect- 


ed before adjournment early in June. 
Suffrage leaders estimated that if the 
court's action is what they consider 
favorable, twenty million women will 
be eligible to vote in the next election, 
but of this number seven million have 
full suffrage rights under state stat- 
utes, while six million have limited 
voting privileges. 


The case is an appeal from the Ohio 


supreme court to determine whether 
the legislature of that state can rat- 
ify an amendment to the federal cou- 
rtitutiou without submitting it to a 
referendum. 


The Ohio supreme court held that 


the ratification was not complete un- 
til the people passed on it. 


The suffragists would have only 30 


ratifications with Ohio, or exactly the 
necessary three-fourths. Thus if the 
supreme court should 
declare that 


Ohio's ratification can not be consid- 
ered complete until after a referen- 
dum, 
the suffragists would lack one 


ratification as the Ohio laws do not 
allow the referendum until the gen- 
eral election. 


Should 
tho supreme court thus 


hold, it would be because of the word- 
ing of the referendum provision in 
the Ohio constitution. Its 
decision 


might affect other referendum states.

does this spring, one on March 27, 
and one on April ~u. 


"The tornado menace is becoming 


more serious, because of the rapid in- 
crease in population." Prof. Frank- 
etifield said on Wednesday. He ex- 
plained that the iiurt of the United 
States extending north from the gulf 
of Mexico along the Mississippi river 
is subject to more tornadoes 
than 


any other part of the world. 
Prac- 


tically all of those occur in the three 
spring months. 


CauM' is Kxplaincd 


"The cause in all cases," he said, 


"is the meeting of moist warm winds 
from the southeast, and cold winds, 
which come from the northwest. 


"It is a case of spring and summer 


clashing. 


"When there is an area 
of low 


pressure between 
the 
two 
winds 


where the air is quiet, the warm and 
cold winds come together tu'ddenly. 
the warm air rises, and the cold air 
rushes underneath creating a terrific 
rotary motion, which is increased b> 
tho rotation of the earth. 


"That is the way the 
tornadoo 


tltis spring were formed. 
The firs' 


one. on March 27. which killed 17.1 
person-;, was spread over parts 
ot 


territory from Michigan to Georgia. 
The reason was the wide area, over 
which there was little circulation of 
air. 


Trough in Air 


There was a gigantic trough in the 


air in which it was sultry. Then the 
cold northwest and the warm, moist 
southeast winds came together. 


In the storm on Wednesday 
the 


area of low pressure was smaller, so 
the tornado did not strike in so many 
states. 


"The usual season lias at least six 


tornadoes, but most of these in the 
past have struck places where popu- 
lation is light. With the country de- 
veloping rapidly, the amount of dam- 
age and number op lives lost is be- 
coming serious. 


"The weather bureau may know in 


advance when tornado conditions ex- 
ist, but can not tell within hundreds 
of miles where they will occur. Some-
